They made Rigby get down 
on his knees and swear that he had no more 
money, and then left telling him net to leave 
the house at peril of his life. 

A Fort Assiniboine despatch of August 


llth says that Little Poplar a Cree chief who | 


figured conspicuously in the North-West re- 
bellion, was shot and killed the evening be- 
fore about a mile east of the post by a half- 
breed named Ward, The killing is supposed 
to have been done in self defence, as Little 
Poplar took a hand in fireing with a revolver 
of the same pattern as is used by the Mount- 
ed Police. Ward used a Winchester rifle, 
flreing three shots all of which took effect, 
one through the bead and two through the 
breast. Little Poplar stuck to his pony un 
til the third shot was fired, when he fell to 
the ground dead.

NORTHERN ALBERTA. 

That the experiences of the present season 
will puta damper on western immigration 
there can be very little doubt, Almost. all 
over the great plains between the Mississippi 
and the Rocky Mountains from the Saskatche- 
wan to the Gulf of Mexico the curse of drouth 
has extended, and it is a question whether 
the farmer or the ranchman has suffered 
most severely, The crop reports from the 
most reliable sources vary from half a crop 
to nothing, while the stockmen, who have 
suffered comparatively little as yet, see over- 
whelming disaster facing them for the com- 
ing winter unless providence specially inter- 
poses. The farmer now knows the worst,the 
ranchman is still uncertain but his prospects 
are most discouraging With such a condi- 
tion of affairs prevailing, threatening finan- 
cial ruin, continued poverty or actual want 
thoughout such a large proportion of the re- 
gion which has always been the hope of the 
enterprising and industrious, it is advisable 
to point out and strongly emphasize the fact 
that while in the United States in the whole 
of the vast region over which the drouth pre- 
Vails there is not a single oasis, here in the 
Canadian North West a very large propor- 
tion of the total agricultural and grazing 
arca has not been seriously affeeted. That 
while on the ranges of Kansas and Texas ecat- 
tle are being driven hundreds of miles to 
permanent water and actually die on the way 
for lack of grass, in the grazing district of 
Southern Alberta the numerous streams 
Which flow from the Rockies and their foot 
hills put beyond possibility a failure of the 
water supply and at the same time guarantee 
a growth of grass whether rain falls or not. 
And that while in the agricultural districts 
of the territories and states from Saskatche- 
wan to Texas the grain has either not come 
up, or having come up has been paralyzed by 
drouth, eaten by gophers, baked by exces- 
sive heat, beaten into the ground by hail- 
storms or torn out of root by cye 


lones, and 
grass for summer pasturage is 


also in poor 
shape, in Northern Alberta the traveller may 
pass through hundreds of miles of grass 
reaching to his waist, the cultivated fields 
are standing fenee full of ripe grain of the 
best quality, is farm stock rolling fat, and 
Water for man and beast is plentiful and 
rood, No doubt it will be argued that if 
this district is so well off for Water when 
other districts suffer from drouth, when they 
have plenty it will have too much. To this 


it may be answered that the nature of the 


country is sach——being of woods and prairie, 


hills and lakes, slopes and rivers, which tend 
to equalize the temperature and rainfall 
that it does not suffer from sueh extremes of 
rain or drouth, calm or storm, heat or cold 
asthe great plains, That while there are 
times when rein is too plentiful and others 
when it is too searce,when the weather is too 
hot or too cold, calmer or more stormy than 
is desirable, it does not require one “deeply 
weather wise to see that if there are extremes 
in a region of such diversified physical tea. 
tures all tending to equalize the tempera 
ture, rainfall and air currents these extremes 
must be less than on adjoining open prairie 
where for thousands of miles there is nothing 
to cheek any freak thatthe clork of the wea. | 
ther may indulye in, 
Of late years ithas been customary to speak | 
and think of the Great American Desert 
myth, or a something that if it ever 
had been backed up against the Roe 
tainsor extinguished like the Indian and the | 
buttalo by the ever westward rolling tide 
immigration, civilization and improvement,

| untold centuries has been required to estab- 
lish. The fertility of these plains during the 
| past few years has been due rather to wet 
seasons forming part of a cycle beyond 
controllable canse than to mere advancing 
settlement, and itis possible that the dry 
seasons of the eycle are now coming on, such 
as prevailed during the grasshopper visita- 
tions of ten to sixteen years ago, During 
such a time settlers who have obtained a 
foothold will do little more than maintain 
their ground, and noconsiderable increase of 
settlement can be expected in the districts 
affected. 

When itis remembered that the average 
simmer and yearly ternporature of Northern 
Alberta as established by careful meteorolo- 
vical observation and long continued agricul- 
tural experiment, is equal to that of the Red 
river valley, that the soil is of equal depth 
and greater richness as evidenced by the lux- 
urianee of the wild vegetation, and that be- 
sides it has an abundance of wood and coal 
for all purposes, it will be seen that this re- 
gion offers inducements to agricultural set- 
tlement such as are notand cannot be offered 
by any region of equal extent in the Western 
States. Most people in eastern Canada are 
accustomed to speak of the whole of the 
North-West south of the North Saskatchewan 
as of the same nature—a vast treeless plain 
~—and subject to the same vicissitudes of 
snmmer drouth and winter blizzards, with 
possible grasshoppers and scarce and dear 
fucl as a background, There cannot bea 
ereater or more injurious mistake. The 
phisycal features of Northern Alberta are as 
different from those of Assiniboia as possible, 
and it is not subject to the drawbacks aud 
dangers mentioned, which are the great buy 
bear of intending settlers in the North-West. 
That there has been injury and possibly dis- 
aster to agriculture in the Canadian North- 
Westas well agin the Western States must 
be admitted ; butthose who wish well to 
Canada and the North-West will do botha 
service by pointing out that the injury or 

drouth besides being exceptional is by no 
means universal.

LITTLE POPLAR. 
Anoruer of the Regina Leader's friends has 
gone over te the majority—this time by the 
old reliable Winchester route. Little Poplar 
news of whose death appears in the telewrams 
of this issue, was not a chief but a headman 
in Big Bear's band, and was a relative of the 
chief. In the old days before the treaty when 
Fort Pitt was the headquarters of the band, 
Little Poplar enjoyed the reputation of be- 
ing the worst Indian in it, always instigating 
villan and breeding unpleasantness, being 
more inclined tomake mischief than Big Bear 
himself. Heaccompanied Big Bear in his 
wanderings around Cypress hills and south of 
the line,and returned north with him to Pitt. 
He is not known to have had any part in the 
murders of last spring at Frog lake and Pitt, 
as heand his immediate following are sup- 
d to have been absent when they were 
committed. They were on hand shortly af- 
terwards, however, to share in the festivities. 
He took part in the engagement at French- 
man’s Butte and then skipped for the line, 
oing by way of Battleford, Telegraph Cou- 
ee, the South Branch and Cypress hills. At 
Telegraph Coulee he fell in with a portion of 
the Midland Battalion then marching to Bat- 
tleford; spenta very sociable dinner hour 
with the boys; replenished his kitchen and 
went on his way rejoicing at his luck in fool- 
ing the shemaganish. While passing along 
up the South Branch the party met Mclvor 
coming down alone in a boat and shot him. 
MclIvor escaped but died of his wounds in 
Maple Creek hospital. Although pursued by 
the police the party reached the sheltering 
tail of the American eagle in safety. There 
Little Poplar might have passed the remain- 
der of his days in the dog’s life of hunger and 
ease for which nature had fitted him had he 
been able to restrain his propensity to mean- 
ness, but he could not, and at last woke up 
the wrong passenger. He has gone where 
there is no amnesty. His loss is our gain.

Terrible distress is reported among the 
fishing population of whites and Esquimaux 
along the eastern coastof Labrador, There 
has been no summer. The coast is blockad- 
ed by iminense masses of Arctic ice so that 
fish cannot becaught or supplies taken in. 
The trails are impassible with snow. On 
June 12th the thermometer registered 18 be- 
low zero. The total population is 15,000 and 
it is estimated that 1,500 have already died, 
No relief had been sent up to last accounts, 
but the mayor of Toronto has offered assist- 
ance. The coast affected is under the juris- 
diction of Newfoundland, The condition of 
affairs will have an adverse effect on the H. 
B. railway project.
